The International road has re- 
paired the breaks and the train to-night 
was on schedule time.

An Arkansas Hanging. 
LittLeE Rock, Sept. 11.—sSaturday 
night thirty masked men forcibly enter- 
ed the Yell county jail at Danville and 
seized John Coker and Dr. Flood, They 
took them to the iron bridge, across the 
Pelletjean river and hung them from 
the center span acrossa beam. Coker 
was accused of leading into an ambus- 
cade the Sheriff’s party in search of the 
Daniels outlaws, several weeks ago. 
Flood was accused of harboring the out- 
laws. Coker begged to be shot, but was 
told he must hang. The bodies were 
discovered and cut down Sunday morn- 
ing. 
The World’s Industrial Exposition. 
Sept. 11.—The Presi- 
dent has issued a proclamation announc- 
ing that the World’s Industrial Cotton 
Centennial Exhibition will be opened the 
first Monday of December, 1884, at New 
Orleans, and will continue until the 


3lst of May, 1885. The proclamation” 


is in accordance with the act passed at 
the last session of Congress, which di- 
_ rected that such proclamation should 
issue when the President was informed 
that suitable provisions for buildings 
and other necessities of the Exposition 
had been made. United States repre- 
sentatives abroad will see that the proc- 
lamation is duly circulated.

THE CANADA PACIFIC. 


Advantages Claimed by 1ts Project- 
ors. 

Cuicaco, Ill., Sept 10.—A number of 
the gentlemen who composed a party 
interested in the Canada Pacific Rail- 
way and who have just completed a tour 


of inspectior, returned to the city Wed- 
nesday and have left for Canada. Mr. 
Stephenson, president of the road, said 
the construction of the Canadian Pa- 
cific is now proceeding rapidly. We are 
1,300 miles from Lake Superior west- 
ward, the western terminus of this line 
being 840 miles west of Winnepeg, : nd 
within sixty-five miles of the Rocky 
Mountains. We cross the range with 
easier grades and lower altitudes than 
any other continental line. The further 
north you gothe lower the continental 
range becomes. The Denver and Rio 
Grande in Colorado crosses at an alti- 
tude of 10,000 feet. The Union Pacific 
in Wyoming crosses at an altitude of 
over 8,000 feet; in Montana the 
Northern Pacific reaches nearly 5,600 
feet. Our highest point is only 
4,000 _— feet and our heaviest 
grades are only ninety feet per mile. 
Then, too, the further north you go -the 
narrower the mountainous region be- 
comes. The Union and Central Pacific 
roads have 1,200 miles of mountain 
road, and the Denver and Rio Grande 
500 miles. We have only 200 miles. As 
our line is lower, it is warmer along the 
Canadian than along the hne of the 
Northern Pacific, although we are much 
further north. By November we 
will be across the divide witr our 
engines, and in two years our road 
will be completed from ocean to 
ocean. From Winnipeg westward 
we run through the most excellent 
wheat country, where the soilis better 
if possible than in the valley of the Red | 
river. It is not heavy and damp,and is 
not coyered by the floods which occur 
along the Red River Valley in the 
spring. At the base of the Rocky 
mountains, and in the mountain parks 
and valleys, there are most excellent 
stock ranches. There are many large 
ranches there with large herds. Most 
of these ranches are rented by English 
and Canadian gentlemen, who are plac-

THE JAMES GANG. 


Dick Liddill’s Statement of their 
Atrocities. 


Confession of Ularence Hite, the Youngest of 
the Gang, Made Before Death, Uorrob - 
orating the Statement of 
Liddill. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., Sept. 11.—In con- 
sequence of the recent publication of 
Dick Liddill’s statement regarding the 
history of the James gang, Police Com. 
missioner Craig, of this city, has given 
out the confession of Clarence Hite, 
made to officers at Jefferson City, and 
which is published to-day. Clarence 
Hite, the youngest of the band, was cap- 
tured in Kentucky shortly after Liddill’s 
surrender; being confronted by evidence 
of his complicity with the Winston 
and the Blue Cut train robberies, he 
pleaded guilty in the Davies County 


twenty-five years. This confession was 


made before Governor Crittenden, Com- 
missioner Craig and Sheriff Timberlake, 
of Clay County. Soon after Hite was 
incarcerated in the penitentiary, and 
— the death of Jesse James in 

ebruary last, Hite was pardoned 
on account of failing health and died in 
afew days after; he made the state- 
ment just before death to a reporter, 
which was published at the time and 
which corresponds substantially with 
that published to-day as given to the 
officers. This account of the movements 
of the gang during Hite’s connection 
with it corresponds in all essentials and 
particulars with Liddill’s story and cor- 
roborates in detail Liddill’s testimony 
at Gallatin, implicating Frank James 
in the Winston robbery. It also ac- 
counts for Frank’s participation in the 
Blue Cut robbery, astold by Liddill,and 
for which James. is yet to be tried. 
Charlie Ford took part in the Blue Cut 
robbery and is expected to testify, as 
also wi.l Liddill, when that case is 
heard.

Ex-Senator Sharou’s Case—Thirtecn 
Murderers in Jail. 

San Francisco, Sept. 11.—The case 
of Ex-Senator Sharon, arrested last 
Saturday on a charge of adultery, was 
called in the Police Gourt to-day. At 
the request of his counsel the case was 
continued to October: 16th: 

There are at the présent time thirteen 
murderers in prisons, 'in this city, await- 
ing punishment One of them, George

I want 
tosay to you, sir, that the Great Fath- 
erhas not appointed you chief. Ap- 

_pointments are not made that way, and, 
further, that you are not the great chief 


Of this country. Youhave no following 


nor power—no rights which are to be 
considered. You are onan Indian res- 
ervation at the sutferance of the govern- 
ment, fed by the government, clothed 
by the government, and if it were not 
for the government you would be starv- 
ing to death in the mountains. I say 
these things for your good, but you must 
not incite these Indians to bad deeds—. 
must not break up councils, I want to 
say to these Indians here that this man 
Sitting Bull is not their chief. They 
must obey the orders of the Government 
which feeds them and takes care of 
them. You are the equal of all other 
men, and you have no right to insult 
men who come here to do you a kind- 
ness. I ain glad to say to you here that 
Sitting Bull, with all his vanity, has 
come before you now ahd apologized for 
the language he has used to this com- 


It strikes us that the above is very 
straight talk from Chief Logan, and 
none too rough on Chief Bull, the 
bloody wretch. Anybody who under- 
stands the Indian character will be 
able to appreciate the humiliating 
position in which the Commission 
would have found themselves placed 


had they submitted to this Indian’s 


overbearing insolence without protest 
or rebuke. Logan’s prompt rebuff 
was timely and politic, and brought 
the savage to his senses, as is evident 
from the apology which followed close 
upon the heels of the Insult.

History of the Old Man’s Attempt to 
Seize the Presidency. 


New York Special.] : 

Truth will publish to-morrow the 
first of a series of articles giving a 
complete history of Tilden’s celebra- 
ted cipher dispatches and means 


employed by him to obtain_ . the 
Presidency. This is intended as 
an Offset to the disclosures 


made by Dorsey in the Sun. 
“Inthe summer of 1878,” Truth 


will say “the New York ‘Tribune 
found itself in ssion Of,~a mass 
of telegraphic dispatches which had 
passed between certain 
the Democratic party in New York 
City, and the confidential agents in 
various contested states at the time 
of the canvas of the electoral votes 
in 1876. The whole number of 
these dispatches was not far from 
400. About half of them were in 
plain English. These, although 
sometimes usefulin determining the 
meaning of messages of unother kind, 
related generally to transactions of 
little importance. The rest were in 
cipher, and a slight examination was 
sufficient toshow that they covered 


political secrets of the first con- 
sequence. 
“The history of the electoral 


crisis in November and December, 
1876, as disclosed by the cipber 
dispatches of the Democratic leaders, 
and their secret agents, covers a 


period of about twenty-eight days, | 


from November 8, when it first be- 
came apparent that the presidency 
depended upon a count of the 
vote in two or three doubtful 
states, until December 6, when the 
electoral ballots were duly cast for 
Hayes and Wheeler. By deciphering 
these telegrams it was discovered 
that agents were at once sent out 
from 15 Grammercy Park, the resi- 
dence of Samuel J. Tilden, to South 
Carolina, Florida and Louisiana, and 
that others at the West received tele- 
graphic orders to proceed immediate- 
ly to Oregon, 1n order to capture one 
or all those states forthe Democratic 
candidates. 4 

“These men all resorted to bribery, 
communicating to Tilden’s nephew, the 
late Col. W. T. Pelton, the particulars 
of the bargains they concluded, and 
receiving from him a distinct and for- 
mal approval. Col. Pelton 1s no longer 
alive, but nearly all the other actors 
are. 

‘First, in Florida the secret agents 
were Manton Marble, ©. W. Woolly 
and Jobn F. Coyle. Marble transmit- 
ted to Gramercy Park, first, a proposi- 
tion for the purchase of the Florida re- 
turning board, at the price of $200,- 
000. That, was rejected as extravagant, 
and the figure was reduced to $50,000, 
at which price Col. Pelton signified his 
willingness to close the transaction. 

‘Second, in South Carolina the pur-. 
chasing agent was Smith M. Weed. 
He telegraphed. to Col. Pelton on the 
very day of his arrival at Columbia a 
proposal to buy the canvassing board 
for $30,000, to which Pelton appears 
to have readily consented. This figure 
was too low and the negotiation, after 
lasting six days, was closed at the price 
of $80,000. It was arranged that Weed 
should meet a messenger at Baltimore, 
who was to carry the money in three 
packages, and he particularly reqnest- 
ed that Col. Pelton should act as this 
messenger himself. Weed accordingly 
arrived in Baltimore from« Columbia, 
November 20, and Pelton arrived there 
at the same time from New York. But 
a little delay upset the scheme. ea 

“Subsequently a plot was formed to 
bey four members of the South Caro- 
lina legislature for $20,000, and thus 
having obtained control ot the State 
government, to put the Hayes electors 
in jail and lock them up in separate 
cells until the day for casting the elec- 
toral vote had passed. The result of 
this villainy would have been to de- 
prive South Carolina of any vote, and 
to throw the choice of a President into 
the House of Representatives, which 
would have elected Tilden. This plan 
failed because the four members could 
not be bought. | 

“Third, in Oregon the Democratic 
governor withheld a certificate from 
one of the Hayes electors on the 
ground of ineligibility, and instead of 
allowing the other electors to fill the 
vacancy, gave the certificate to a Til- 
den elector named Cronin, who had 
clearly been defeated. The secret 
agent in Oregon was one J. N. H. Pat- 
rick. He telegraphed to Col. Pelton 
that it was necessary to ‘purchase a 
Republican elector to recognize and 
act with Cronin,’ and the price was 
$5,000. This proposal likewise was 
accepted, and the money was sent to 
Oregon, where it arrived Decem- 
ber 6. 

‘From the great number of dis- 
patches which were translated it will 
only be necessary to select sufficient 
to give the story in connected shape. 
Two systems of cipher were used. One 
was the dictionary cipher—Webster’s 
pocket dictionary of the English lan- 
guage—when a word on any page was 
supplied by the word on the corres- 
ponding line a certain number of pages 
off. The number of pages varied 
from one to five, so that a dispatch to 
one person could not be deciphered by 
another who did not hold the same 
key. In the examples given the list 
can easily be supplied. The other was 
a transposition cipher, which consists 


ing the words, and rewriting them in 
an order previously agreed upon.’’ 
Tiuth — an elaborate table of 
keys, and then goes on to say: “On 
Wednesday afternoon November 8, 
1876, it became known to capable 
leaders of both parties that the presi- 
dential election would probably turn 
on the vote of Florida.

EXPERIENCE OF FOX. 
To the Editor of the Times — Str: 


‘I had just crept into bed and settled

you ask it, what I felt. I have been: in 
California'since 1866, but I never be- 
fore felt the shght tremor preceding a 
shock.

A MARVEL IN MARKSMANSHIP. | 


Can Shoot a Dime from His Wite’s 

Lips. 
Marlboro Cor, Boston Globe.) 

There is in town at the present time 
a party who has an interesting and 
eventful histury. The person 1s Charles 


.| Wallace, who was born in Choliohofo, 


Mo., in 1848, and from his boyhood 
until the breaking out of the Re- 
bellion was engaged in hunting and 
trapping. When the call came for | ° 
soldiers he responded, enlisting in the 
Fourth Missouri iment and served 
throughout the Rebellion. He was in 
Andersonville, Libby, Belle Isle and 
Florence prisons. At the firat-named 
he was sentenced to be shot July 17, 
1863. The night preceding the day 
on which he was to meet his death he, 
with seven others managed to escape. 
They managed in the darkness to get 
close to the gnerd, when a companion 
named Bob Allison, of Connecticut, 
threw a preparation of dry tobacco 
and pepper into the guard’s face. 

At the conclusion of his war expe- 
rience Waliace went on the plains as a 
scout, carrying with him in his body 
nine bullets, seven of which can be 
distinctly felt. During a fight with a 
party of Apache Indians he had a per- 
sonal encounter with one of the chiefs 
of the tribe, named Osceoneo. The 
fight was hand to. hand, and meant 
death to one or both. Wallace received 
a dagger thrust through the palm 
of his left hand and was also 
held by the throat. He then drew 
his revclver with his right hand, and 
twisting his irce arm across his back, 


which he was stabbed was combined 
with a revolver, having 1n one weapon 
a scalping-knife, dagger and shvoting- 
iron. In the hande was a chamber for 
poison to make the work of the in- 
strument still more dangerous. As 
mementoes of this fight the scout car- 
ries with him the miniature arsenal de- 
scribed and the scalp of Osceoneo. 

The wonderful markmanship of 
Charles Wallace is the talk of the 
town, and_in his exploits in this 
direction 1s ably seconded by his wife. 
Mrs Walace will, at a distance of 125 
feet hold a ten-cent piece between her 
lips and her husband will knock it out 
of her mouth every time without 
harm. This is regarded as the most 
difficult shot ever made, and it has 
been done here several times _ since 
their advent in town. A common tack 
is placed on a white surface, point to- 
wards him, and Mr. Wallace will drive 
a@ bullet on the tack point nine times 
out of ten. He will stand 100 yards 
away, hold a ten-cent piece between 
his fingers which his wife will shoot 
out with a revolver. 


For Quail Shooters. 
There is evidently going to be 
trouble in the country on account of a 
misapprehension about the close sea- 


son for quail. Under the old law it 
expired September 15th, but under the 
law as it now is, the close season does 
not expire until October ist. There 
are evidently many persons who do 
not know this, who will sport after 
quail as they nsually have done on the 
15th, and if they do so, they are lia- 
ble to be punished, as the State Sports- 
man’s Club will prosecute all infrac- 
tions of the law they know of. The 
Club .has had the game law of the 
State printed in a neat and convenient 
form, which they will cheerfully post 
to all who apply, if sufficient stamps 
be sent.

A HUGE WAREHOUSE. 


A Grain, Wool and Miscellaneous De- 
pository—Grain Pouring in, 

Weyse Brothers and Co.’s warehouse, 
(late Naud’s) on Alameda Street, near 
Virgin, is one of the largest in the 
State and a great convenience, not only 
to grain and wool men, but to any one 
who has a single article to store. The 
south end of the building, an addition 
to the original buildnig,is a sort of a cu- 
riosity shop. It is nearly filled with 
sacks of wool, but the visitor can see 
many strange articles besides. Trunks, 
baby carriages, pianos, hacks, organs, 
agricultural implements, household fur- 
niture, even printing material can be 
found there. 
tastes seem to have sought this as a 
safe place of deposit for what omer. con- 
sidered vatuable. 

The north end of the warehouse, 
origfnal ‘building, and about two- 
thirds of the whole structure, at 
this time mainly devoted to the 
storage of wheat and barley, is being 
rapidly filled with these cereals. Yes- 
terday and for several days, a stream of 
four-horse wagons with trail ‘wagon at- 
tached, were pouring the grain into the 
warehouse. Already over 100,000 sacks 
have been received, 25,000 having been 
shipped ,leaving 75, 000 sacks in the 
warehouse and threshing hardly com- 
menced. Few realize the convenience 
vf such an institution, but a visit to the 
warehouse will show. the immense ac- 
commodation it is to the public. Its 
great size, its fire-proof character, its 
assurance of perfect safety to the con- 
tents make it almost invaluable. The 
late Mr. Naud builded more wisely than 


he knew when he erected this aaeapien 
warehouse,
